2. PARAGRAPH 1 OF REFTEL QUESTIONED AN "UNUSUALLY

COMPARISON WITH (THE) TOTAL REFUGEE POPULATION WITH 
IMMEDIATE RELATIVES IN THE U.S. IN (THE) CASE OF 

LAO AND KHMER THERE APPEAR TO BE MORE IPP CATEGORY I 
CASES THAN THERE ARE MARRIED SIBLINGS AND THEIR 
DEPENDENTS. PREVIOUS EXPERIENCE IN EPP WAS THAT 
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MARRIED SIBLINGS AND THEIR FAMILIES GREATLY OUTNUMBERED 
OTHER CATEGORY I." 

3. THE HIGH NUMBER OF CATEGORY I REFUGEES IN LOEI 
REFLECTS THE RELATIVELY LARGE NUMBER OF HMONG WHO 
WENT TO THE UNITED STATES UNDER ALL CATEGORIES DURING 
THE "OLD LAO PROGRAM" IN 1975, AND THE EPP IN 1976. 
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MORE SPECIFICALLY, IN-LAWS WHO COULD NOT PREVIOUSLY 
QUALIFY ARE NOW CATEGORY I S BECAUSE THEY HAVE A 
DAUGHTER OR GRANDCHILD AS THE U.S. ANCHOR. 

4. ADDITIONALLY, DURING THE LAST 18 MONTHS SINCE 
THE CLOSE OF EPP, MOST OF THE NEW ARRIVALS IN THAI-

PERCENTAGE OF THEM WOULD BE CATEGORY I QUALIFIERS.
